CARDINAL POINTS IN WAR 


AIMS OF ALLIED POWERS 


Premier Lloyd George, in the most- important "war aims" speech 


thnt has been made since the war started, declared in London today 
that these three conditions must be fulfilled 
before permanent 


peace can come, 


1. Territorial settlements based upon the right of the govern- 


ment. 


2. Sanctities of treaties must be re-established. 
3. An international league must be formed to limit armaments 


and settle international disputes. 


The premier said that the ai:ies don't wish to destroy Germany, 


Austria-Hungary nor Turkey. He added that the lands overrun by 
Germany mutt be restored and that the great wrong done to France 
by Germany in 1871 when Alsac:-Lorralne were annexed by Ger- 
many must be righted.
